So strong were the objections 
to the erection of a hut at the 
rear of 138 Blyth Street by the 
Altona Working Men's Club that 
a notice of motion was. given 
by Cr W. Lee at Tuesday's 
Council meeting to rescind the 
motion granting a permit to 
erect the building. 

Council received a deputation 
of 14 residents living in the area 
and at times the discussion be- 
came quite lively. 

The main grounds for the ob- 
jections were possibility of the 
hut being used for purposes other 
than a Storehouse; parking, 
noise, sanitation and the conse- 
quent lowering of property 
values in the area. 

One resident said that al- 
though the permit was for 12 
months only, the club seemed to 
be going to a great deal of ex- 
pense and trouble for such a 
short period and it was doubt- 
ful if it would vacate the build- 
ing at the end of that time. An- 
other resident said he did not 
care where the club erected the 
hut as long as it was not in

‘After giving the deputation a 
long and very fair hearing the 
Shire President thankcd them 
for their attendance and said 
Council would discuss the matter 
in Committee and inform them 
ef the result. 

After tha Council had dis- 
cussed the matter in Committee, 
Gr. Lee gaye notice of motion to 
rescind the motion granting the 
permit. 

A special meeting will be held 
next Tuesday, April 3 at 8.00 pm 
te which the Working Men's 
Club Committee and the deputa- 
tion of objectors will be invited. 
It is hoped that alternative ar- 
rangements can be made to satis- 
fy both parties and the Council. 
In the meantime no work will be 
permitted to be carried ‘out on 
the erection of the hut.
